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Continuation of 13. Other: It is noted in the listing of claims, claim 18 is indicated as "currently amended", yet was not amended and not 
mentioned as amended in the discussion. This is assumed to be a typographical error. 

Applicant's arguments have been previously considered and found unpersuasive. For example, Applicant essentially argues (Applicant's 
Response, middle of p. 8) the cell phone toy cannot request coupons. This was answered in the Final Office Action mailed 1 1/25/2008, 
pages 4-5:" While GABAI discloses discounts or coupons sent to the interactive toys (i.e. push technology), it is not explicitly disclosed that 
the user is requesting such discounts (i.e. pull technology). However GABAI discloses such requests can be done by a mobile user device 
via the interactive TV system (col. 30 lines 29-36). Thus it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention (herein a "PHOSITA") to add to the GABAI interactive toy such requesting capability to allow users to request coupons or 
incentives they are interested in." It is noted the interactive (cell-phone) toy is a mobile user device. 
The other arguments are equally unpersuasive. See at least last Office Action at p. 5-6.
